Reinforced Russian Army 
Increases Danger to Nazi 
Troops Before Stalingrad

Moscow, Nov. 27 —(/P)— Danger 


deepened hourly for Hitler's bat- 
tered spcahcad at Stalingrad to- 
day, the latest battle dispatches in- 
dicated, as fresh strength poured 
into the aggressive Red Army gar- 
rison over a newly won land route 
and fast - wheeling field columns 
cut across the besiegers' lifelines 
to the west. 


A confused war 
of movement 


swirled across the broad 
steppes 


west of Stalingrad and it was im- 
possible to define battlclines clear- 
ly, but overnight dispatches 
said; 


that in some places the Red offen- 
sive gained such momentum that 
fleeing Germans were frustrated in 
efforts to burn warplanes on fields 
overwhelmed too swiftly to permit 
takeoffs.

Hence, just why persons whose 
driving has no bearing on the 
war efforl at all, should be rc- 
slriclcd to four gallons of gas- 
oline per week is difficult to un- 
derstand. 
"To be sure, we can and do 
understand why Ihc government 
wants war workers to restrict 
their driving or persons engag- 
ed in essential work to conserve 
Iheir lires, bul what 
earthly 


difference does it make if the 
clerk in a 
clothing store or 
grocery slo^e, or Ihe edilor of 
a newspaper or the housewife 
who has a car of her own, drive

America would honestly objecl lo 
surrendering his car

needed for the war effort. Bul there 
is good and sufficient reason 
for 


questioning the selling up of a vasl 
new syslem of motor registrations, 
which, merely to leave civilian cars 
running at all, requires the employ- 
ment of unlold Ihousands of addi- 
lional clerks. 


Somehow, the Roosevelt admin- 


istralion never suggests anything 
new unless it requires vast 
-man- 
power in its administration. And 
thai means political payroll—and, 
presumably, votes. 


I hear some amusing local stories 


—about the case of one farmer who 
got back for his half-ton farm truck 
an allowance of only 57 gallons of 
gasoline per year, equivalent to 
about 570 miles; and 
of another 


farmer whose yearly allowance was 
only 145 gallons, or 1,450 miles u 
year—but Ihese are 
mere acci- 
denls, and shouldn't worry you. I 
think you may be absolutely certain 
that every real farmer, and every 
legitimate city business man, will 
gel enough gasoline lo do necessary 
business on. 


Bul wlial should worry you is Ihe 
peculiar mental attilude of a ua- 
tional administration which, with a 
war on its hands, not only continues 
the full personnel of a reform-bent 
peace-lime policy bul uses the war 
emergency lo multiply, instead of 
reducing, Ihe nurnbre of civilian 
government employes who neither 
fight the war in uniform nor manu- 
facture for it in the vilal factories 
of the nation.

72 millions working in war plants','1 
plus the 9 million in uniform, or a 
grand total of 81 millions committed 
to the war effort. 
"Yet 
the 
previous 
maximum 
number of Americans available for 
all kinds of work was 59 millions. 
So you can measure the task ahead 
of us in mustering the necessary 
man power to serve the war effort 
alone — not to mention 
civilian 


needs. 
"We are doing many things 
to 
increase the reservoir 
of labor. 
Grealest, of course, is the training 
of women workers. Women can do 
80 per cent of the jobs men do. 20 
per cent of jobs are 
either too 
heavy or too long for women to do. 
"Physically handicapped persons 


are being placed in many positions. 
In Arkansas alone we have placed 
900 such persons in jobs within the 
last year—the lame, or one-legged, 
or one-armed, or even blind per- 
sons."

private employers to become in- 
dignant over the interviewing of 
private workers by federal repre- 
sentatives, the truth is that many of 
the unpleasant incidents amounted 
simply to a labor bluff.

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German General Rommel's fleeing axis armies may have in El 
Aghcila, Libya, the same kind of a bottleneck defense that saved 
Suez and the British army at El Alamoin, Egypt. There the Qat- 
tara Depression formed a natural barrier leaving only a 40-mile 
wide strip for the British to defend. El Agheila, at the bottom of 
the roller-coaster bend between Benghazi and Tripoli is only 25 
miles from the edge of the snlt marshes that enclose a narrow 
passage along the Gulf of Sirte. Even if remaining axis forces 
are not strong enough to hold this short line, they may fight a 
delaying action to hold oft" the British until an evacuation can be 


made at Tripoli or other points along the Libyan coast,
